But another witness, Ronald

hearings as "unbelievably Irre- 
sponsible—almost criminal." 


The Pentagon, reacting to tes-

narcotics." 


The Pentagon also provided a 


breakdown on drug usage on 
Vietnam last year, saying there 
were 7,737 such cases represent- 
ing 16,4 per thousand men. This 
compared with 3,650 cases rep- 
resenting 8.51 per thousand in 
1968. 
The cases primarily in- 


volved use of marijuana, the 
Pentagon said. 


Ridenhour told a newsman 


after his testimony: "It is my 
opinion from everything I know 
about My Lai (hat the use of 
marijuana was In no way a con- 
tributing factor."

LITTLE ROCK (AP)- Medi- 


cal officials report that the lib* 
eralitation of Arkansas' abor* 
Uon law has not significantly 
increased the number of abor* 
lions performed in the state. 


"It's working where it needs 


to work," says Eugene R, War- 
ren of Uttle Rock, attorney for 
the state Medical Society. "We 
don't have any abortion mill." 


"The 
state is handling the 


situation 
beautifully so far," 


says Dr. Byron Hawks, associ- 
ate professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at the University of 
Arkansas Medical 
Center in 


Little Rock. 


Although no statistics are 


available on the number of 
abortions performed under the 
liberalized law, a spot check of 
some of the state's major hos- 
pitals showed no substantial in- 
crease. Hawks said no more 
than 12 abortions had been per- 
formed at the Medical Center 
that could not have been per- 
formed under the old law. 


Warren said there had been 


only a "very modest" increase 
in abortions. 


The state legislature liberal- 


ized the law in 1969. Under the 
old statute, abortions could be 
performed only if there was 
substantial risk that continued 
pregnancy 
would impair 
the 


health or 
threaten 
the life of 


the mother. 


The new law maintains this 


portion of the statute but also 
permits abortions If the child 
would be born with serious phy- 
sical or mental defects or if 
pregnancy resulted from rape 
or Incest. 


It requires a woman to have 


been a resident of Arkansas for 
four months preceding the oper- 
ation except in cases in which 
the woman's life is In danger. 


Abortions can be performed 


only in hospitals accredited by 
the state and then only after 
the local hospital review com- 
mittee gives its approval. No 
person can be forced to per- 
form an abortion and refusal 
is not a basis for civil liability. 


The legislation, supported by 


the Medical Society, caused llf- 
tle controversy 
in the legisla 


ture. It passed the House 74-10 
and the Senate 29-2 and became 
law last AugusL 
^v 
"There hasn't been *'• great 


rush of patients" since the law 
went Into effect, Hawks said. 
Ho said doctors were being 
"choosy" In the cases in which 
they recommend abortions. 


Hawks said Arkansas' law 


had not been liberalized to a 
point that would satisfy him, 
but that it was a "very sensible 
law— we can live with it." 


"It eased the conscience of a 


lot of physicians because thera- 
peutic 
abortions 
were being 


performed outside the law," 
Hawks said. 


Warren, who wrote the legis- 


lation, said the law apparently 
had resulted in a reduction in 
the number of abortions done 
outside the law because there 
have been fewer cases of com- 
plications arising from illeegall 
abortions.
